I had been 
gone just si x months, and we found not a 
little to talk aboitt. Brother W. D. Furry 
of Maryland, their present pastor now has 
his home at Brother Augustine's, and I 
was glad to hear all speak well of him and 
his work. On Thitrsday, the Aiigustine 
family held their third annual retinion at 
Clear Lake, ami having attended both the 
preceding ones, we were long ago invited 
to be present at this one. 'l'he day pass- 
ed away very pleasantly. Four genera- 
tions were represented. Two of those 
who had been present last year, had be- 
fore this anniversary passedinto the world 
beyond, — the mother and one of the 
grandsons, a bright, prnmising young man, 
who, while ont hunting, accidentally dis- 
charged his gun intohis shonlder, causing 
death. Both were missed, and tenderly 
and lovingly remembered ín the hearts of 
those present. 

On Saturday we took up active duty 
again, and went to Elkhart. It had been 
my pnrpose to go to Dtinlaps, but learn- 
ing that the ehurches of Elkhart county 
would hold their Union meeting on Satur- 
day afternoon, and Dunlaps would be in 
attendance, I stopped at Elkhart and at- 
tended the meeting, and participated with 
them in communion services in the even- 
ing. On Sunriay morning* I preached for 
them, and then presenïed to them the 
plan of raising money for the Theological 
Chair by pledges. I received while there, 
n'me pledges, and two dollars by cullec- 

tion. 

In the afternoon Brother Bemenderfer's 
took me to their home, and I preached at 
Dunlaps. Having other announcements 
ahead, I could only remain one night, but 
I expect to return to them in the interests 
of the S. S. C. E., in a few weeks. On 
Monday, I went to Warsaw, and that 
evening talked Endeavor, for the encour- 
agement of their society. On Tuesday 
and Wednesday, it was my pleasure to at- 
tend the Ministerial Institute, one of the 
most interesting it has yet been my privi- 
lege to attend since this work was inaugu- 
ra ted. On Thursday I went to Flora for 
two nights, and there talked to full houses 
of as pleasant people as it has been my 
pleasure to address anyWhere. They had 
a Ladies' Aid Society, which now has be- 


come an S. S. C. E., with twelve addi- 
tional members. The Flora chnrch is full 
of promise. As one of the brethren said, 
she undoubtedly has a future. 

Edna Mills was my next poínt. The 
church is now without a pastor, but efforts 
are being made to secure one. There they 
had had a Sister's Society, but it has been 
doing nothing this su miner. Those pres- 
ent of its former members voted to accept 
the S. S. C. E. Conslitution. and a day 
was set for re-organization. 

From Edna Mills I came to Mount 
Pleasant church, and herealargeaudience 
greeted me last night, and except for the 
babies, which like myself were determined 
to be heard as well as seen, was a pleas- 
ant audience to talk to. Here they have 
a society for the home church, and to- 
night, we will take the yote as to whether 
it shall henceforth, entarge its powers of 
usefulness, and its sphere of labor, by be- 
coming tributary to the National C. E., 
and working not alone for the Ml. Pleas- 
ant church, but for the Brethren church, 
for Christ's- cause abroad as well as at 
home. 

O that we might all show our love for 
Christ by keeping his commandments, 
and might remember that one of his com- 
mandments is "Gó ye in to all the world, 
and preach my Gospel to every creature," 
and that if we cannot go ourselves we 
must do the next best thing, — send others 
who can go. O that we might be willing 
te spend and be spent for Christ's cause.
